A Aailroad Company Has no Power 
to AyproprUtt Bnoh Tlioroii^* 
Hum, Absolnttly. 

A decision was rendered Isst Saturday 

at Cincinnati which irill prove Interesting 
reading to the property-owners along 
Tiiird street, Fifth ward, this city. 

Referring to the ruling, the Enquirer 
says: "In effect it was that a railroad 
company had no power to appropriate to 
its use absolutely a street. Neither bar 
it any riijht to take to its use any part of 
a street if such act or use would impair 
the street in any way for public purposes. 

" Flirt !ier, the court held that the city 
ii9 not authorized to treat with a r.iilroad 
compiny or to accept any terms by 
wiiich a railroad company wonM acquire 
ab.solute d juiain over a highway within 
its limita. 

"The c )iirt said the use by a ruilroad 
is foreign to the legitimate use of a biiih- 
way, and that the same Is under control 
of the St ite. The exception to this is 
where the use of the street is expressly 
provided by legislative enactmsnt, and 
the maniclpal audiority for such an as- 
signment is derived from the same source. 

"The ease whs that of the 0., 0., 0. 
ami St. L Riilroad Company which 
sought to appropriate all that portion oi 
Sixth street lying between Price Hill road 
and State avenue. The petition o( the 
plaintiff was dismissed." 

Judge Qoebel rendered the decision re- 
ferred to. and in it he says: 

A rallroid In forelyii to the legltlmale uses 
of a hialiway. Willie many coiilra opinions 
Uave been malDtalueil, iiu l iiiauy cases may 
bo cited In support ttieieof, tbe welilii of au- 
iboriiy may bs aafsly said to maintain this 
doetrloe.
